GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
rounty  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual!  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters."  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 

"tIus  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition.  —For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  S500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A 
detailed  analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Cen- 
sus of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  .separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  compa- 
nies or  organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent 
information  reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or 
establishment.  The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number 
of  places  in  business  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  adminis- 
trative and  executive  offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and 
"chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts.—  "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for 
returned  goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from 
customers  and  paid  directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners 
and  partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  ma- 
jor portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment.—  "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regu- 
lar or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period 
were  paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

ATCHISON  COUNTY,  KANS. 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Atchison  County,  Kansas, 
shoved  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $l6.1  million,  an  increase  of 
198  percent  over  the  $5.4  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $19.8  million  in  1948  as 
compared  with  $5.4  million  in  1939.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY   RELEASES   FOR   THE    1948   CENSUS   OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Eusiness.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Eusiness.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  tcind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
men  t  s. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES   FOR  THE 
1948   CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years  1929,    1933,    1935,    and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and  domestic  services.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
busmess  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

tion picture  theaters.'  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
busmess  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Eusiness.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Eusiness.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment.

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  nnder  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered

tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY  RELEASES   FOR  THE 
1948   CENSUS  OF   BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years  1929,    1933,    1935,    and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may 
have   a  considerable  effect   in  comparing 


1948  with  1939  data,    particularly  with 
respect   to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  $500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Johnson  County,  Kansas, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U0  S'.  Department  of  Commerce . 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $24.2  million,  an  increase  of 
310  percent  over  the  $5° 9  million  in  1939 ,   when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken0  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $37°  2  million  in  1948  as  com- 
pared with  $1.6  million  in  1939 •   The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Busi- 
ness recorded  receipts  totaling  $1.2  million  in  1948  compared  with  $0.3  million  in  1939° 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades0  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  1545 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948 «   This  compared  with  a 
total  of  771  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939* 

■;  Tb>ie  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Johnson  County, 
Kansas,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  City  of  Olathe.  Final  figures,  superseding 
the  preliminary  data  for  Johnson  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  S£ate 
of  Kansas  to  be  issued  in  several  months.

Tiie  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,

"tJus  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  '..he  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment.

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Foil  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment. 
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Rawlins  county,  kans. 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Rawlins  County,  Kansas, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  bhe  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $5.7  million,  an  increase  of 
418  percent  over  the  $1.1  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $10.9  million  in  1948  as 
compared  with  $1,3  million  in  1939.   The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of 
Business  recorded  receipts  totaling  $86,000  in  1948  compared  with  $26,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 
280  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.   Tnis  compared 
with  a  total  of  138  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Rawlins 
County,  Kansas.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Rawlins  County, 
will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Kansas  to  be  issued  in  several  months. 
Similar  data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each 
of  the  counties  and  States.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
rounty  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
Ths  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.'  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  aa 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  15,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A 
detailed  analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Cen- 
sus of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  compa- 
nies or  organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent 
information  reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or 
establishment.  The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number 
of  places  in  buciness  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  adminis- 
trative and  executive  offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and 
chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts.  —"1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for 
returned  goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from 
customers  end  paid  directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners 
and  partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  ma- 
jor portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regu- 
lar or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period 
were  paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

SWARD  COUNTY,  KANS. 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Seward  County,  Kansas, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to 
preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $17*4  million,  an  increase  of 
480  percent  over  the  $3*0  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.

The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments.

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $4.5  million,  an  increase  of  246 
percent  over  the  $1.3  million  in  193 9 *  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $203  million  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$0.6  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $113,000  in  1948  compared  with  $86,000  in  1939 <■ 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  259  paid 
employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with  a  total 
of  190  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939° 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Woodson  County, 
Kansas.

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GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF   PRELIMINARY  RELEASES   FOR  THE 
1948   CENSUS   OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of -business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a  sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years  1929,    1933,    1935,    and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups- 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may 
have   a  considerable  effect   in  comparing 


1948  with   1939   data,    particularly  with 
respect   to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition.  —For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  $500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in 
future  Census  of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.  The  establish- 
ment count  reflects  the  number  of  places 
in  business  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding 
administrative  and  executive  offices  of 
multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain 
store"  warehouses.

—  "Active  proprietors. . .  " 
represents  owners  and  partners  of  unin- 
corporated businesses  who  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  busi- 
ness in  November  1948. 

Employment.  —  "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment. 
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WYANDOTTE  COUNTY,  KANS. 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Wyandotte  County,  Kansas, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  19^8  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  19^8  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  19^8  aggregated  $108.2  million,  an  increase  of  187 
percent  over  the  $37»7  million  sales  in  1939*  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  county  showed  a  2Jk   percent  rise  over  the  same 
period,  reaching  a  total  $185.3  million  in  19^8  as  compared  with  $*i-9.6  million  in  1939* 
The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported  receipts  totaling  $8.0 
million  in  19I+8  compared  with  $2.3  million  in  1939.

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  19^8  for 
the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.

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KENTUCKY 

Retail,  wholesale.,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Kentucky  showed  a  sub- 
stantial expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  19*1-8  according  to  prelim- 
inary figures  from  the  19^8  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  State  during  19^8  aggregated  $1,677,500,000,  an  increase  of 
223  percent  over  the  $520,100,000  sales  in  1939*  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Busi- 
ness vas  taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  State  showed  a  284  percent  rise  over  the 
same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  $1,784,100,000  in  1948  as  compared  with  $464,400,000 
in  1939*  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported  receipts 
totaling  $92,200,000  in  19^8  compared  with  $30,000,000  in  1939.  Hotel  receipts  moved 
from  $8,000,000  in  1939- to  $l8, 800,000  in  1948.  Amusement  businesses  in  the  State 
recorded  receipts  of  $27,100,000  in  1948  compared  with  $10,800,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  State  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  19^8  for 
the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 
86,417  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  Of  these, 
70,407  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.  The  comparable  total 
and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  57,636  and  46,042.  Wholesale  trade  establish- 
ments reported  a  total  of  26,597  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week  of 
November  15,  19^8,  compared  with  17,383  for  the  same  week  in  1939°  For  the  selected 
service  trades,  November  15,  19^8,  paid  employees  numbered  16,382;  the  comparable 
figure  for  1939,  adjusted  for  change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was  11,098. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  compiled  from  similar  releases  being  made 
available  for  each  county  in  Kentucky 6  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary 
data  for  Kentucky,  will  be  included  in  a  State  Bulletin  to  be  issued  'in  several  months.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Adair  County,  Kentucky, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U»  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $4«6  million,  an  increase  of  254 
percent  over  the  $1.3  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken* 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $2.1  million  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$0.5  million  in  1939*  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $167,000  in  1948  compared  with  $45,000  in  193 9- 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 

for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 

254  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared 

with  a  total  of  101  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939* 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Adair  County, 
Kentucky,,  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Adair  County,  will  be 
included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Kentucky  to  be  issued  in  several  months.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
men  t  s. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  -and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition.—- For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors.  —  "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment.  —  "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

Retail,    wholesale,    and  service  establishments  located  in  Allen  County,   Kentucky, 
showed  a    substantial   expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to   1948   according   to 
preliminary  figures  from  the  1948   Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census^   U.    S.    Department   of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1943  aggregated  $5.4  million,    an  increase  of   200 
percent   over  the  $1.8  million  in  1939,   when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
Wholesale   sales  in  the   county  reached  a  total  of  $2.1  million  in  1948  as  compared'  with 
$0.4  million  in  1939.      The    service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $173,000  in  1948  compared  with  $85,000  in  1939 . 

Employments! n  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  344  paid 
employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with  a  total 
of   209  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  -Movember  15,    1939<> 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Allen  County, 
Kentucky.     Final  figures,    superseding  the  preliminary   data  for   Allen  County,    will  be 
included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the   State  of  Kentucky  to  be  issued  in  several  months8      Simi- 
lar data  will  be  made   available  this  year   in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each   of  the 
counties  and   States.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY  RELEASES   FOR  THE 
1948   CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient  number  of  establishments.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
busmess  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census, — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual!  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  —  personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters."  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition.-- For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  S500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

"Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regu- 
lar or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period 
were  paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment. 


1948  census  of  Business 
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CAMPBELL  COUNTY,  KY. 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Campbell  County, 
Kentucky,  showed  a  substantial  expansion,  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1$&8 
according  to  preliminary  figures  from  the  19^8  Census  of  Business  released  today  by 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  19^8  aggregated  $^7*7  million,  an  increase  of 
15k   percent  over  the  $18.8  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $9.1  million  in  19^8  as  com- 
pared with  $2.7  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business 
recorded  receipts  totaling  $2.3  million  in  19*4-8  compared  with  $l.k   million  in  1939* 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  19^8 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  3,206 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  19^8.  This  compared  with  a 
total  of  2,555  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939» 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Campbell  County, 
Kentucky,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  cities  of  Bellevue,  Dayton,  Fort  Thomas,  and 
Newport.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Campbell  County,  will  be 
included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Kentucky  to  be  issued  in.  several  months.  Simi- 
lar data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the 
counties  and  States.

recorded  receipts  totaling  $656,000  in  1948  compared  with  $274,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  1,014 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with  a 
total  of  653  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  193 9» 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Clark  County, 
Kentucky,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Winchester.  Final  figures,  supersede 
ing  the  preliminary  data  for  Clark  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State 
of  Kentucky  to  be  issued  in  several  months.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1983, 
1986,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  ia  the  following  four 
groups— personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment.—  "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment. 
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fayette  county,  in. 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establi slime nts  located  in  Fayette  County,  Kentucky, 
shoved  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U,  S.  Department  of  the  Census,  U.  Se  Department  of  Commerce,, 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  194$  aggregated  ^107 „4  million,  an  increass  cf 
215  percent  over  the  y34-.l  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  .1,164,1  million  in  194-8  as 
compared  with  $4-9.9  million  in  1939..  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of 
Business  recorded  receipts  totaling  $6„5  million  in  1948  compared  with  £2.2  million  in 
1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9"*y^ar  period  between  1939  and  194-8 

for  the  above  trades.   Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 

10,403  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15.,  194-8.  This  compared 

with  a  total  of  6,66c  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Fayette  C  or.nty, 
Kentucky,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Lexington.  Final  fig. res,  supersed- 
ing the  preliminary  data  for  Fayette  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  tl  e 
State  of  Kentucky  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar  data  will  be  made  available 
this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties  and  States.

GENERAL   DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY  RELEASES    FOR  THE 
1948    CENSUS   OF   BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a    sufficient   number   of   establishments . 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels;

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Easiness.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Graves  County,  Kentucky, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $17.5  million,  an  increase  of 
213  percent  over  the  $5.6  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  #13.3  million  in  1948  as 
compared  with  $3.3  million  in  1939.

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  1,238 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.   This  compared  with 
a  total  of  845  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Graves  County, 
Kentucky,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Mayfield.  Final  figures,  super- 
deding  the  preliminary  data  for  Graves  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the 
State  of  Kentucky  to  be  issued  in  several  months.   Similar  data  will  be  made  available 
this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties  and  States.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Jefferson  County, 
Kentucky,   snowed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948 
according  to  preliminary  figures  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.   S8 
Department  of  Commerce.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
rounty  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
Th»  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.—  The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual!  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.-  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition.  —For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A 
detailed  analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Cen- 
sus of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  compa- 
nies or  organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent 
information  reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or 
establishment.

—"Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regu- 
lar or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period 
were  paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment. 
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MARSHALL  COUNTY,  KY. 

Retail  and  service  establishments  located  in  Marshall  County,  Kentucky,  showed  a 
substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  prelim- 
inary figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $4*9  million,  an  increase  of 
206  percent  over  the  $1.6  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded  receipts  total- 
ing $204,000  in  1948  compared  with  $61,000  in  1939 • 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 
226  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared 
with  a  total  of  174  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Marshall  County, 
Kentucky.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Marshall  County,  will 
be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Kentucky  to  be  issued  in  several  months. 
Similar  data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each 
of  the  counties  and  States.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Censns  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  area  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Csnsua.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups— personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  -and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service 'trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  •  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  .defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $6,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

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MEADE  COUNTY,  KY. 

Retail  and  service  establishments  located  in  Meade  Comity,  Kentucky,  showed  a 
substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  19^8  according  to  pre= 
liminary  figures  from  the  19^8  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  19^8  aggregated  $3.5  million,  an  increase  of  289 
percent  over  the  $0.9  million  in  1939*  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken* 
The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded  receipts  totaling 
$319,000  in  I9I+8  compared  with  $25,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  19^-8 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  167 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  19^8.  This  compared  with  a 
total  of  60  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Meade  County ^

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MORGAN  COUNTY,  KY. 

Retail  and  service  establishments  located  in  Morgan  County,  Kentucky,  showed  a 
substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  pre- 
liminary figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  U.  S„  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $1.9  million,  an  increase  of  138 
percent  over  the  $0.8  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken» 
The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded  receipts  totaling  $95,000 
in  1948  compared  with  $11,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  108  paid 
employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with  a  total

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Morgan  County, 
Kentucky.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Morgan  County,  will  be 
included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Kentucky  to  be  issued  in  several  months.

— The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels;

Retail  establishments  located  in  Trimble  County,  Kentucky,  showed  a  substantial 
expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  preliminary  figures 
from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  U*  S3 
Department  of  Commerce.

"Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regu- 
lar or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period 
were  paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Warren  County,  Kentucky, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1942  according  to 
preliminary  figures  from  the  194-3  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  194-8  aggregated  $30.5  million,  an  increase  of  277 
percent  over  the  $8.1  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $14.0  million  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$4.7  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $1.5  million  in  1948  compared  with  f0.5  million  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades.   Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  2,245 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.   This  compared  with  a 
total  of  1,443  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Warren  County, 
Kentucky,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Bowling  Green.  Final  figures,  super- 
seding the  preliminary  data  for  Warren  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the 
State  of  Kentucky  to  be  issued  in  several  months.   Similar  data  will  be  made  available 
this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties  and  States.   A  single

The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
busmess  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
f  nal  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  aeries  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.*  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census.

— The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and   domestic    services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other

1948   with    1939   data,    particularly  with 
respect    to   establishment   count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  $500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment.

The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Louisiana  showed  a  sub- 
stantial expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  preliminary 
figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  State  during  1948  aggregated  $1,666,700,000,  an  increase  of 
243  percent  over  the  $486,300,000  sales  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business 
was  taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  State  showed  a  206  percent  rise  over  the 
same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  $2,159,900,000  in  1948  as  compared  with  $706,400,000 
in  1939«  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported  receipts  total- 
ing $90,000,000  in  1948  compared  with  $28,000,000  in  1939*  Hotel  receipts  moved  from 
$10,000,000  in  1939  to  $22,900,000  in  1948.  Amusements  businesses  in  the  State  recorded 
receipts  of  $27,000,000  in  1948  compared  with  $10,000,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  State  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 
97,082  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  Of  these, 
84,861  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.  The  comparable  total 
and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  66,893  and  58,223.  Wholesale  trade  establish- 
ments  reported  a  total  of  35,135  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week  of  November 
15,  1948,  compared  with  24,713  for  the  same  week  in  1939.  For  the  selected  service 
trades,  November  15,  1948,  paid  employees  numbered  18, 210 ;   the  comparable  figure  for 
1939,  adjusted  for  change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was  12,701. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  compiled  from  similar  releases  being  made  avail- 
able for  each  parish  in  Louisiana.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for 
Louisiana,  will  be  included  in  a  State  Bulletin  to  be  Issued  in  several  months.   Similar 
data  will  be  made  available  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  States.

The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre-

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY  RELEASES   FOR  THE 
1948    CENSUS   OF   BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient  number   of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.

This  series  of  refeases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
rounty  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  Tne 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.'  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices . 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus.

Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 
381  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  19^8.  This  compared 
with  a  total  of  301  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939° 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  East  Carroll 
Parish,  Louisiana,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Lake  Providence.  Final 
figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  East  Carroll  Parish,  will  be  included 
in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Louisiana  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar 
data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the 
counties,  parishes,  and  States.

The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of 
Business  recorded  receipts  totaling  $236,000  in  194-8  compared  with  $4.5,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  parish  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  194.8  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  674 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  194-8.  This  compared  with  a 
total  of  412  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census.

Retail  and  service  establishments  located  in  Madison  Parish,  Louisiana,  showed  a 
Substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  prelim- 
inary figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce, 

Retail  sales  in  the  parish  during  1948  aggregated  $8.0  million,  an  increase  of  208 
percent  over  the  $2.6  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded  receipts  totaling 
$310,000  in  1948  compared  with  $87,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  parish  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  506  paid 
employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948,   This  compared  with  a  total 
of  426  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Madison  Parish, 
Louisiana,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Tallulah.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
busmess  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933.  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups— personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters."  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition.  —For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  S500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A 
detailed  analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Cen- 
sus of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  compa- 
nies or  organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent 
information  reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or 
establishment.  The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number 
of  places  in  business  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  adminis- 
trative and  executive  offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and 
chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts.  —"1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for 
returned  goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from 
customers  and  paid  directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. —"Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners 
and  partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  ma- 
jor portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment.  —  "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regu- 
lar or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period 
were  paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment. 
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ORLEANS  PARISH,  LA. 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Orleans  Parish,  Louisiana, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  19*1-8  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  19*i-8  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce . 

Retail  sales  in  the  parish  during  19*1-8  aggregated  $502,000,000,  an  increase  of 
220  percent  over  the  $157,100,000  sales  in  1939;  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business 
was  taken-  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  parish  showed  a  192  percent  rise  over  the 
same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  $1,276,100,000  in  19*+8  as  compared  with  $1+37,600,000 
in.  1939-  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported  receipts 
totaling  $36,100,000  in  19*1-8  compared  with  $1^,100,000  in  1939-  Hotel  receipts  moved 
from  $5,500,000  in  1939  to  $13,500,000  in  19**8.  Amusement  businesses  in  the  parish 
recorded  receipts  of  $11,900,000  in.  19*1-8.  Ho  comparable  figure  for  1939  is  available. 

Employment  in  the  parish  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  19*t-8 
for  the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 
33,235  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  19*1-8.  Of  these, 
29,226  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.  The  comparable  total

Retail  and  service  establishments  located  in  Red  River  Parish,  Louisiana,  showed 
a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  pre- 
liminary figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  U„  S.  Department  of  Commerce.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933,

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered

Retail  sales  in  the  parish  during  1948  aggregated  $4.8  million,  an  increase  of  243 
percent  over  the  $1.4  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  parish  reached  a  total  of  $646,000  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$589,000  in  1939°  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $73,000  in  1948  compared  with  $25,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  parish  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  3^3 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with 
a  total  of  188  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939* 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Tensas  Parish, 
Louisiana.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Tensas  Parish,  will 
be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Louisiana  to  be  issued  in  several  months.

Retail  sales  in  the  parish  during  1948  aggregated  $23.3  million,,  an  increase  of  199 
percent  over  the  $7.8  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  parish  reached  a  total  of  $16.6  million  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$6.2  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $1.2  million  in  1948  compared  with  $0.2  million  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  parish  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  1,856 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with  a 
total  of  1,323  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Eusiness.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Eusiness  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  tcind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933,

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Maine  showed  a  substantial 
expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  preliminary  figures 
from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.  Ss 
Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  State  during  1948  aggregated  $749. 7  million,  an  increase  of 
166  percent  over  the  $281.4  million  sales  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Busi- 
ness was  taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  State  showed  a  195  percent  rise  over 
the  same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  $488.5  million  in  1948  as  compared  with  $165 ° 8 
million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported 
receipts  totaling  $30.2  million  in  1948  compared  with  $12.8  million  in  1939.  Hotel 
receipts  moved  from  $6.5  million  in  1939  to  $16.6  million  in  1948.  Amusement  busi- 
nesses in  the  State  recorded  receipts  of  $9*9  million  in  1948  compared  with  $5.2  mil- 
lion in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  State  also  rose  over  the  9=year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 
37,7ly  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  Of  these, 
30,373  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.  The  comparable  total 
and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  28,093  and  22, 945 «  Wholesale  trade  establish- 
ments reported  a  total  of  9,537  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week  of  Novem- 
ber 15,  1948,  compared  with  7,454  for  the  same  week  in  1939.  For  the  selected  service 
trades,  November  15,  1948,  paid  employees  numbered  4,596;  the  comparable  figure  for 
1939,  adjusted  for  change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was  3,537* 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  compiled  from  similar  releases  being  made  avail= 
able  for  each  county  in  Maine.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for 
Maine,  will  be  included  in  a  State  Bulletin  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar 
data  will  be  made  available  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  States.

Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $38.5  million  in  1948  as  com- 
pared with  $3.1  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Busi- 
ness recorded  receipts  totaling  $4.1  million  in  1948  compared  with  $1.5  million  in  1939- 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 

for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 

5,919  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared 

with  a  total  of  4,405  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1936,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Hay  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation," which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Cumberland  County,  Maine, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to 
preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce, 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  #165.8  million,  an  increase  of  154 
percent  over  the  $65.2  million  sales  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  "Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  county  showed  a  183  percent  rise  over  the  same 
period,  reaching  a  total  of  $197.0  million  in  1948  as  compared  with  $69.5  million  in  1939. 
The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported  receipts  totaling  #9.1 
million  in  1948  compared  with  $3.9  million  in  1939.  Hotel  receipts  moved  from  $1.4 
million  in  1939  to  #4.6  million  in  1948.  Amusement  businesses  in  the  county  recorded  re- 
ceipts of  $2.2  million  in  1948.  No  comparable  figure  for  1939  is  available. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 
9,828  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  Of  these,  8,245 
worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
busmeas  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.'  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television, -medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  a* 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition.  —For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  .separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  compa- 
nies or  organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent 
information  reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or 
establishment.

The  figures  reflect  deductions  for 
returned  goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from 
customers  End  paid  directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors.— "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners 
and  partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  ma- 
jor portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regu- 
lar or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period 
were  paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Lincoln  County,  Maine, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  vplume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U,  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  <$16.0  million,  an  increase  of 
196  percent  over  the  $5*4  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  £>3»7  million  in  1948  as  com- 
pared with  $1.1  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Busi- 
ness recorded  receipts  totaling  ^403, 000  in  1948  compared  with  3136,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 

for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 

777  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared 

with  a  total  of  495  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Lincoln 
County,  Maine.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Lincoln  County, 
will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Maine  to  be  issued  in  several  months.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1936,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  -and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

Retail,  wholesale  and  service  establishments  located  in  Sagadahoc  County,  Maine, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retaix  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $14.2  million,  an  increase  of 
137  percent  over  the  $6.0  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $4.4  million  in  1948  as  com- 
pared with  $2.2  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business 
recorded  receipts  totaling  $434,000  in  1948  compared  with  $236,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 
823  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared 
with  a  total  of  703  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Sagadahoc  County, 
Maine,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Bath.  Final  figures,  superseding  the 
preliminary  data  for  Sagadahoc  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of 
Maine  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar  data  will  be  made  available  this  year 
in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties  and  States.  A  single  copy  of 
the  preliminary  release  for  Sagadahoc  County  as  well  as  an  order  blank  for  other  area 
releases  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
busmess  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual!

all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.'  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 

"This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  aUumber  of  localities,  these  exclusions  aa
